The 
sum named as sufficient to yield an 
adequate fixed income is $1,000,000, 
and Mr. Morgan's banking house will 
receive this sum, the signers agreeing 
to invest it and pay out the income." 


Labor Strife In Spain. 


Barcelona. Spain, Sept. 12.—The 


local authorities have requested the 
ministry of the interior to maintain 
martial law on account of the atti- 
tude of the strikers. The situation at 
Barcelona is acute in consequence of 
the determination of the authorities 
to suppress what is described as a 
genuine labor movement. In addition 
to minor strikes the railroad workers 
are protesting against 
their long 


hours and setting forth other griev- 
ances, and the movement threatens 
to result in a general cessation of 
work at any moment on all the Span- 
ish railroads. 


Texas Republicans. 


Fort Worth. Tex., Sept. 12. — The 


state Republican convention adjourn- 
ed after a two days' session. Only 
two nominations were made, as fol- 
lows: For governor, George P. Bnr- 
kitt of Palestine; for treasurer, Eu- 
gene Xolte. The convention, which 
promised to be one of the most turbu- 
lent In the history of the party in 
this state, closed in perfect harmony.

Now, 
those who are interested iu automo- 
biles have a ue\r problem to kitp them 
busy. The Utu-st thing in aurououiles, 
\ which the writer iiisuacttU the other 


day. is a gascliue machine fruin which 
the gasoline tank Is removed, another 
tank substituted and the machine run 
.without the use of aui> gasoline at all. 


j When the gasoline tauk had been re- 
moved, auother tauk. smaller in size, 
was put in Its place. The new tank 
contained a gas which, in connection 
with the usual dry battery, the gaso- 
line engine and free ah-, supplied the 
power for Uie ruiiniag of the automo- 
bile. The inventor, for the present at 
least. Intends to keep secret bow this 
gas is made, although* he asserts that 
patents hare been grauted to him in 
the United States. Canada and in Eu- 
rope. 


An Interesting ciemoustratiou of the 


efficiency of the new power was given 
in a little vacant store ia the lower 
part of Manhattan. The inventor, his 
son and the writer were present. Tue 
machine to which the new force was 
applied bad been hastily put together. 
There were the framework and half 
horsepower machinery of an old quad- 
ricycle- 
On top of these bad been 


placed the wooden body of an ordina- 
ry runabout road wagon. The front 
pneumatic tired wheels rested on the 
lioor. while the rear wheels were 
jacked up several inches from the 
floor. This was done to give the en- 
gine full play without moving the au- 
tomobile. 


The gas was confined, in a steel tank 


eight inches in diameter by fifteen 
Inches in length. This tank was plnced 
in the body of the wagon just back of 
the seat and was connected by little 
iron tnbing with the gasoline engine 
placed between the axles of the rear 
wheels. This tubing ran around to the 
left side of the wagon bed, across the 
dashboard in front and then back along 
the body of the runabout and connect- 
ed with the engine in the rear. There 
are two openings ha the tnbing for air. 
one in the rear and one on the dash- 
board, the latter being accessible to the 
driver of the automobile, who can In- 
crease or decrease the flow of gas as 
be may desire. The lever, or steering 
rod, extends from the dashboard and 
has a rubber handle. An inch from the 
rubber handle there is a little hard 
rubber disk, not unlike the steel slide 
to be found on the modern hammer less 
shotgun. "IVith this slide the driver con- 
trols the speed of the machine and the 
amount of gas to be generated- The 
seats of the wagon were removed to 
show the visitor dry electric batteries, 
which furnish the spark necessary for 
the explosion. 


The Inventor, a man well advanced in 


years, climbed Into the automobile and, 
giving the lever a sharp pull back and 
then a push forward, grasped the steer- 
ing bar, and the rear wheels of the 
machine began to whirr around at con- 
siderable speed. There was some noise, 
but not so much as would have been 
the case had the vehicle been started 
with gasoline. There was no smelL 


j By moving his thumb on the little slide 
attached to the handle he controlled the 
speed of the wheels to suit his fancy. 
Then the visitor was asked to climb to 
the seat and see bow simple and easy 
it was to operate the machine. With a 
few instructions he found that to con- 
trol the machinery was something that 
a small boy might learn in a few min- 
utes if all went welL 


To demonstrate further the power of 


fho new gas the connection with the 
tank in the automobile was severed 
and the pipe was fastened to a big tin 
tank on the floor some distance from 
the machine. It was said that this tin 
tank had been charged with gas sev- 
eral weeks ago. yet when the proper 
connection was made the rear vheels 
of the automobile spun around as mer- 
rily as before. Noticing an incredulous 
look on the face of the visitor, the in- 
ventor removed the jacks, and the ma- 
chine was pushed several feet nearer 
to the door of the shop. The machine 
was jacked again, the Inventor mount- 
ed the scat aad again started the wheel 
spinning rapidly. 


"That was done," said be. "to show 


yon that we bad no connection with 
any Fteam pipe or electric wires under 
the flooring."

cone shaped tube from the rear of the 
•bop and proceeded to show how he 


. eooM atao n*e the gas for innmtnaHmy

j fete month, the man bk-w into the tabe, 
, Then, lighting a match, be applied It 


to the burner, acd a pale, greeniafc 
flame appeared, which lasted until tha> 
ah- had been exhausted. It la said that 
the new gas «u» be o*ed for pow«*, 
tight and heating purpose* aad that 
there ia no danger la couutttiou with 
Its use. 


W. II. Russell and bis son. George E. 


Rossell. of Kew York dry. the latter 
an electrical enjrfcew. gave the dem- 
onstration. -I have been experiment- 
ing with this gas for th* la«t thirty 
ytars." said the elder Mr. Rmsartl. 
"and my son ha« worked with me for 


•everal yean. The tank containing 
the gas trill weigh from eight to twen- 
ty-three pounds. Our plan la to gener- 
ate gas from certain chemicals and hy- 
drocarbon which produce a carburet- 
ted hydrogen ga*. We have tested It 
on automobiles and various sorts of 
stationary and marine engines and 
have utet with success everywhere. I 
estimate that the gas is about one- 
third more powerful than gasoline and 
much less expensive. Under our plan 
it wiU cost a cent per horsepower an 
hour, while gasoline costs from 1 to 
2?: cents per horsepower an hour. We 
have operated a marine engine eight 
and a half hours at a cost of 4 cents 
an hour. We can produce 100 sixteen 
candle lights at a cost of 10 cents an 
hour. 


"The gas is so made that air passing 


through it enables it to give the amount 
of power required. The admission of 
air is controlled by a valve, and the 


" power and light are under the com- 
plete control of the operator. When 
the tank has been exhausted, it can be 
recharged, as oxyhydrogen gas Is 
charsred into tanks, but with the ex- 
ception of being under pressure. This 
new gas has absolutely no pressure. 


'-This is In DO sense an acetylene 


gas, which is produced from carbide 
of calcium, to which water Is applied. 
This gas' is entirely different from 
acetylene. In that there is no carbide 
of calcium -In it. Then acetylene ia 
dangerous. This is a dry. safe gas. 
The expansion of acetylene is so un-
